If they were, it would be 
easier to disagree with them. 

Beautiful Playing 

He and his orchestra ‘often gave 
us very beautiful playing at the first 
Queen's Hall concert, and aroused in 
some of their audience a wish that 
they would tackle 
“Sacre du Printemps" and _ other 
modern classics which usually need 
far more rehearsal! than they get in 
London. Mr. Harty’s tempi, like his 
musical views, are perhaps a little 
over-deliberate. All musical roman- 
ticists incline to the introspective 
and emotional. To them the inner 
musical meaning !s everything. This 
may explain why, as a conductor, Mr. 
Harty is less critical of the tone of 
his strings and brass than might 
have been expected. The quality of 
the former, together with a lack of 
unanimiiy in their bowing, does not 
always reach the standard of a first- 
rate orchestra. If the musical sense 
is sometimes better than the sound. 
full credit must be given for many 
other hizh excellencies.

the Hallé Orchestra to London wil!

If the explanation for such senti-' 


ments as these, the key to the 
thing we have called individuality, is 
to be found anywhere, it may not 


improbably reveal itself in the songs | 


of the notable group whose names 
are associated with the city by the 
Golden Gate, the songs through 
which these bards of San Francisco 
Bay spoke their tribute to their city. 
For though their lays have been as 
varied as the colors of the rainbow. 
yet they have blended with ‘equal 
tenderness into a single symphony 
of affection. re 


There is poetry, indeed, in the 
very alliteration of the name of the 
world-famed harbor entrance; yet it 
was far from a poet who fixed that 
enduring designation, nor was there 
any connection with the gold discov- 
ery. The phrase “Golden Gate,” on 
the contrary, resulted from: Fre- 
mont’s application of the Greek 
word. ‘“Chrysopole,” to the great 
bay’s opening, and so fixing it on 
his map of Oregon and California, in 
1848. The word suggested itself to 
him from the Greek name of the 
Golden Horn of Byzantium, “Chry- 
soceros.”

| N EDITORIAL writer in an Amer-

, clared, “Mankind would advance 
faster if men could make a point of 
wanting what they need.”

source of a world of disappointment 
‘and grief, inasmuch as idle seeking 
after happiness where it does not 
‘Obtain is the cause of the strife and 
| selfishness which have so greatly re- 
i'tarded the progress of humanity to- 
‘ward the realization ofits highest 
‘ideals. The needful things, then,— 
| whatever is truly necessary to one’s 
| progress,—-should be the only goal of 
| men’s desires. The want or desire 
| beyond this is but an open channel 
| through which may flow the dark 
|waters of selfishness, poisoning and 
‘polluting the pure streams of life. 
| A valuable lesson, which is being 
‘learned by the students of Christian 
‘Science, directly deals with this prob- 
‘lem. They are learning that man’s 
real needs pertain not to matter but 
‘to Spirit.—that thelr needs are sup- 
‘plied from above, pot from beneath.

It is one of 
the few national holidays that has not been 
distorted in its observance. A day of feasting 
and of thanksgiving it remains, and if at times 
it seems the emphasis is laid rather upon the 
feast than upon the thanks, in the main it 
stands as an annual tribute of gratitude for the 
good which God has given. 

A eynic has said that “Gratitude is a lively 
sense of favors vet to come.’’ Like most cyni- 
cal phrases, this is untrue. Yet it has in it the 
germ of a great truth. Gratitude is the most 
effective form of prayer to Omnipotence for 
support, supply, aid, and blessings yet to be 
received. A sense of one’s present blessings, 
and grateful acknowledgment of them, is the 
most certain form of appeal for their continu- 
ance, for their enlargement when needed. In 
the Scriptures we find that when Jesus under- 
‘took to do some mighty work he prefaced his 
appeal with thanks to God. The sole form of 
prayer at the tomb of Lazarus was the rever- 
ent expression of gratitude for God’s past coun- 
tenance and confidence in His present aid: 


And Jesus lifted up his eyes. and said, Father, I thank 


ihee that thou hast heard me. 

And I knew that thou hearest me always: but because 
of the people which stand by I said itt that they may 
believe that thou.hast sent me. 

And when he thus had spoken, he cried with a loud 
voice, Uazarus, come forth. 


No prayer other than the expression of grati- 
tude for and faith in God’s goodness attended 
the miracle of the resurrection of Lazarus. 

In his Thanksgiving proclamation, President 
(‘oolidge gives earnest and reverent expression 
to the conviction that gratitude for good gifts 
received and a willingness to devote them to 
the service of good is the best form of prayer 
for the continuing bounty of the Almighty. The 
President writes: 
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Significance 
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We shall do well to accept all these favors and boun- 
ilies with a becoming humility. and dedicate them to the 
service of the righteous cause of the Giver of all good 
and perfect gifts. As the Nation has prospered, let al! 
tse people show that they are worthy to prosper, by 
rededicating America to the service of God and man. 


And so on Thursday next, American citizens 
at home and abroad will lift up their voices in 
thanksgiving. Yet to those whose thought is 
clear, whose minds are ordered in harmony 
with Principle, the day and its services are but 
symbolical of a mental state which persists 
throughout the year. As good cheer, love and 
cenerosity need in no wise be limited to Christ- 
mas Day, so equally the spirit of thanksgiving, 
the outpouring of gratitude for blessings re- 
ceived, are fitly manifested every day in the 
vear, and not alone on the last Thursday in 
November. Into every heart, into every home, 
some blessings come, and they will be multi- 
plied if the recipient gratefully gives thanks 
and lovingly shares his good with others. Thus 
will he indeed find his own in another’s good. 
so only can he avail himSelf of the blessings 
he has, and be fitted to receive more. We 
must live gratitude as well as express it. We 
must share the beneficences which are heaped 
upon us if we would want more. And we must 
have our hearts and minds full of the spirit of 
thanksgiving every day in the year. 

Yet the human mind is so constituted that it 
is well to have anniversaries like this, officially 
set aside, that thought may be turned into 
righteous channels.. Writing of Thanksgiving 
Day, 1899, Mrs. Eddy said (First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 264): 


New England's last Thanksgiving Day of this century 
signifies to the minds of men the Bible better understood 
and Truth and Love made more practical: the First 
Commandment of the Decalogue more imperative, ani 
“Love thy neighbor as thyself’ more  possible~ and 
pleasurable. 


such is the signification of the day. which

world. And indeed the time mav well come 
when this reverent and grateful custom, which 
has already spread from the little colony at 
Plymouth to every part of the English-speaking 
world, shall become as world-wide in its ob- 
servance as are the Decalogue, the Golden 
tule, and the human sense of gratitude for 
blessings enjoyed. 

The widespread attention which is being 
siven to the subject of education in the United 
States during the cur-

well informed as to the 
stress constantly placed

“This condition demands the solicitude of all 
patriotic citizens. It involves not only the 
persons immediately concerned and the com- 
munity in which they live, but the Nation it- 
self, for the welfare of the country depends 
upon the character and the intelligence of

How important 
in the view of the President is the need for 
education of all the people, in order that the 
fundamentals of democracy may be - safe- 
guarded! Those familiar with his attitude will 
find in these words sanction of the plan for 
wider diffusion of religious education as the 
greatest influence for right character building 
among the youth of the land. 

A primary purpose in establishing an educa- 
tional system in America has, to a considerable 
degree, been abandoned. No longer is there 
direct teaching of religion in public schools, a 
condition that seems inevitable from the racial 
complexity and the consequent diversity of 
religious beliefs in a population so lacking in 
homogeneity. Instruction in ethics and morals 
is by no means a competent substitute for defi- 
nite teaching of religion. Realization of the 
grave dangers which result from this lack has 
led educators and religionists to propose the 
plan whereby pupils may take an hour each 
week from the school period for religious in- 
struction under the direction of the denomina- 
tion or sect selected by the parents of the chil- 
dren. This plan has already been adopted in 
several states with good results, and it is hoped 
that the impetus given to the general cause of 
education during this week will be felt in this 
important direction. 

While none doubt the value for all of train- 
ing in the generally accepted fundamentals of 
education, .in the mechanic arts, and in the 
cultural studies—the so-called humanities 
none can gainsay the even greater importance 
to the child of learning about God and man’s 
How can the spiritual forces 
be invoked for mankind’s guidance and deliv- 
erance except by a more intimate knowledge 
of the Creator of the universe as set forth in 
the Holy Scriptures? It is poignantly patent 
to all thoughtful persons that the ‘Prince of 


Peace” will never find permanent abiding place | 


in the hearts of men until deeper understand- 
ing is had of the “things of the Spirit.” 
History gives no promise of the establish- 
ment of permanent peace through any secular 
means yet proposed or provided. Should we 
not, then, turn whole-heartedly to this. new 
plan for promoting religious education, with 
the certainty that it affords a way, in some 
degree at least, to supply the lack which is all 
too evident in present-day public educational 
systems?

Thus they in- 
sist that those who have abandoned the fold 
of party regularity be permitted to go their own 
way, but that as a penalty for alleged recalci- 
trance they be compelled to yield all important 
committee posts when the time comes, perhaps 
a vear hence, to reorganize Congress. 

Speaking as leader of the so-called insurgent 
movement in the House, Representative Nelson 
of Wisconsin is quoted as having cxpressed 
absolute indifference regarding the course pur- 
sued in this matter by the regulars. He, per- 
haps facetiously, intimated that the Repub- 
licans are far too wise to attempt-any such 
action as that proposed. He assumes, of 
course, that the inherent or potential strength 
of the third-party faction is so great that the 
regulars will find it prudent to placate it and 
cater to it. This is in direct opposition to those 
leaders who claim to be able to speak, at least 
with some authority, for the majority. It is 
their view that the insurgents have voluntarily 
read themselves out of the Republican Party, 
and that in the ordinary course of parliamen- 
tary procedure they must be declared ineligible 
for committee chairmanships. 

Upon the decision may depend the success 
of many important administrative measures. 
Those in sympathy with the policies of Presi- 
dent Coolidge may not be inclined to rely im- 
plicitly upon the promise of Representative 
Nelson that his particular faction or bloc will, 
“in the future, as in the past, support such 
legislation as they believe to be in the best 
interests of the country.’ The voters have, 
with deliberate emphasis, repudiated the La 
Follette third-party platform. Presumably 
such legislation as the insurgents would believe 
to be in the best interests of the country would 
follow the lines of that pronunciamento. 
Championing such a program, which obviously 
is in line with their party platform declara- 
tions. it might seem that it will be made legs 
easy to enact those measures which the people 
have impliedly indorsed, were important com-

Representative Treadway of Massachusetts, 
who is active in urging reorganization of the 
House committees with a view to eliminating 
third-party influences, is in accord with the 
views expressed by Senator Smoot, who is urg- 
ing that Mr. La Follette and his associates be 
barred from Republican conferences, and that 
they be ignored in future committee assign- 
ments and other perquisites that attach to 
membership in the regular organization. 

If this political “house cleaning” is under- 
taken, it no doubt will be approved by all voters 
who are in sympathy with the Administration's 
program. By an overwhelming popular major- 
ity it has been agreed that President Coolidge 
and a Republican Congress shall be intrusted 
with the conduct of the Nation’s internal and 
external affairs. The responsibilitv has been 
imposed, and faithful performance, it might be 
as unanimously agreed, should not be hindered 
or rendered impossible by purely partisan or 
selfish interference. The warrant of authority 
is brief enough at best. Time, as the lawyers 
have a way of putting it, should be made the

Progress in: Sailing what is known as 
“static control,” or the the level at which 
the ship is traveling. so as to put it in favorable winds, 
is being made constantly by. experiments-conducted al- 
most evéry week trom the naval air station at Lakehurst,

altitudes has revealed that at different heights winds 
may be found flowing in quite different directions, so 
that the airship, by being raised or lowered to the right 
level, may drift along in somewhat the general direction 
desired.

The most overworked part of the New York Stock 
Exchange during the period of tremendous business that 
has followed the election, has been the ticker. With a 
sale of well over 2,000,000 shares to record daily as soon 
after the transactions as possible, it*has been working 
at full speed, and notwithstanding this fact running from 
five to fifteen minutes behind the trading as it takes place 
on the floor. Though most of the trading has been in 
relatively few stocks, the total number traded in in one 
day since the boom started has reached as high as 542 
As an average of only six and one-half letters and figures 
are used to report each transaction, and as the machines 
are able to print 270 characters a minute, it can be seen 
how rapidly the business of the exchange goes on. Even 
this speed of operating, however, is not great enough. 
The printers are to be made to print 300 characters a 
minute, and a further simplification of the letters identi- 
fying the stocks is planned. As seemingly every waste 
motion has already been eliminated, it is said that when 
these improvements are actomplished nothing more can 
be done to speed the record of the transactions onto the 
tape. Whether this proves to be the case, only the future 
can tell,

At first blush on®@ js inclined 
in question puts the individual 
advantage apd is. therefore, unsound, 
unsound according to existing law, 
remedial legislation. 

The law as laid down in this case is undoubtedly 
sound, and as to the matter of remedial legislation, while 
there mav be something to be said in this connection. 
there are, in my mind at any event. well-grounded reasons 
for denying its necessity, expediency or validity. 

There is no reason why apy person or corporation, 
for that matter, should be limited as to who it shall 
negotiate with, or what the terms of the negotiations 
shall be. This should be a matter entirely within his or 
its own discretion. Such a statement may appear like 
sophistry, but if the line of reasoning is followed out, 
the conclusion reached must be that. although the seller 
can sell at a lesser price to large concerns than to indi- 
vidual or co-operative concerns (for reasons that are 
common knowledge), to standardize the selling price 
would mean either to raise the price as to the large con- 
cern or lower it as to the small concern 

The former horn of the dilemma would not help the 
consumer. And the latter would invoke an unreasonable 
hardship on the seller. 

As to the validity of any legislation attempting to 
remedy this condition, the Constitution of the United 
States guarantees that the right to pursue any lawful 
industryY or business, and to make contracts in respect 
thereto, shall remain inviolate. In the face of this bu! 
wark, I cannot see how any such suggested legis!ation 
would be constitutional. . 

The situation, as it presents itself under the decision, 
seems to work a hardship on the individual storekeeper, 
but as long as this disadvantage is the result of a policy 
that is honest and based on sound economics, there is 
no reason to coerce a change. 

Human legislation or laws are not, and cannot be, 
sufficiently circumspect to remedy all conditions. Com- 
mercial transactions that are not tainted with corruption 
should be free from the l]imitations of law.
